The crisis has been reached. 

Today's result will draw the lines for 
the big battle to come in Georgia. Whether 
it shall be peace or war to the hilt; whether 
the populists and democrats, hand in hand, 
shail march together, bringing up a strong 
and solid front for Bryan, or whether they 
shall spl t asunder and wield their machetes 
over the breach, will be decided this morn- 
ing when the state democratic executive 
committee is called in. session, and when 
the populist state central committee con. 
venes. 

Upon the outcome of the day will depend 
the method of the fight to follow. Shall 
Bryan forees be arrayed against Bryan 
forces? Shall the silver factions of the 
state split and begin to kn'fe each other? 
allied forces, fighting for a common 
purpose, struggling for one object, united 
stand and pull up a democratic victory 
unprecedented in Georgia? Will the demand 
of the populist committee be acceded to 
by the democrats and a division of clectors 
all voting for Watson, be aceomplished? 
Will thé récOmmendation of the national 
executive committee of the populist party 
be aceepted: and fusion with democratic 
Sewall egttors be made? What is it to be— 
War or peace?

Washburn iad Reed eit . 
From their interview with Hon. Thomas 
2 Watson National Committeemen Wash- 

burn and Reed returned to Atlanta yester- 
day morning. For over a day they had been 
closeted with the man who stands for the 
pcepulist party in the south. For a day tney 
had discussed those questions which are of 
such vital interest to -ctheir party. All 
phases of the vexing problem had been 
considered. They had sifted the question 
of fusion, of fusicn in Georgia, of fuston 
in thé other states, until the matter was 
thoroughly exhausted. Tom Watson, in 
his stern, implacable way, had stated his 
position to them. He had outlined his pol- 
icy and given them to understand just what 
he has been thinking about in these days 
when Le bas been nursing his wrath ‘¢o 
keep it warm, and doctoring a sore throat 
to. get it in speaking trim. 

Upon the other hend, both national com- 
mitteemen had explained the result of the 
consultation held in Chicago. They ex- 
plained to him in ro unmistakable terms 
what was meant by the fusion resolution 
passed by the committee. They gave Mr. 
Watson to understand that it was no di- 
rect fling at him when they came to their 
determination upon the question of combi- 
nation with the democratic forces. What 
they did was what they thought best for 
the party. It was the opinion of the com- 
mittee, after long consultation, that this 
Was the proper policy to be -adhered to. 
In this way the populist party could be 
preserved in all its pristine strength. 

That was the position taken by Chair- 
man Butler and all those who were present 
at the meeting of the committee. in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Reed explained that as a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Watson, he had agreed to 
What was done, thinking it best. He told 
of the states in which successful fusion ar- 
rangements had been made; he. explained 
that there were states in which is was not 
only advisable, but necessary, to fuse with 
the democrats in order to obtain their pro 
rata share of the votes. 

All of these matters were explained to 
Mr. ‘Watson. He listened to them calmly. 
He heard of what was to be done and what 
Was going to be done. Just the position 
held by Mr. Watson on this question, the 
national committeemen would not say yes- 
terday, but it was judged that he still 
Sticks to his immutable decision. His 
position has been clearly defined from the 
outset. He has hung to the belief that 
lt is wrong primarily for a populist to cast 
his vote for Sewall. It is his opinion that 
Sewall is not the man who- should be 
championed by the people of the south. 
Hie holds with fixed and polar-star rigidity 
that it is morally wrong for the populists 
lo cast their votes for that man whom he 

thinks is a plutocrat and a representative 
of the moneyed interests of the east, not- 
withstanding the fact that Mr. Sewall is 
an unyielding advocate of the free coinage 
of silver.

Another Oansultation Held. 

There was another significant consulta- 
tion in Atlanta yesterday. Mr. Reed and 
Mr. Washburn, .as soon as they arrived, 
called’on Captain E. P. Howell and had 
a conference with him and with Elector J. 
W.. Robertson. Hon. Patrick Walsh, of 
Augusta, was also present. Hon, Clark 
Howell was present, having been requested 
by Senator Jones, chairman of the natieqal 
democratic committee, to return from Chi- 
cago to represent the national democratic 
campaign committee. 

For. a. long time the representatives of 
the two parties were locked together. dis- 
cussing the matters which will reach a final 
solution today,.and which may or may not 
materialize into a satisfactory fusion electo- 
ral ticket. 

The matter uppermost in the eyes of the 

emocrats and of more than passing im- 
portance to the populist party because of 
the effect upon the fight to come between 
this time and the day of the national elec- 
tion, is the question of fusion in this state.

“Ido not care to talk of thé’ result of any 
édnsultation I have had,” he. said.

The represen- 
tatives of the democratic party were like- 
wise indulging in an aftermath reflection, 
but would have nothing to the point to say 
on the question as to what had been ac- 
complished at the consultation. All ac- 
knowledged that the matter of fusion was 
the paramount feature of discussion, but 
were clamlike when it came to a state- 
ment of what decision had been reached.

WATSON MAY WRITE ANOTHER 
LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 


Epistle Mailed to Populist Chairman, 
_ Addressed Washington, D. C., Has 
Not Reached Its Destination. 


Thomson, Ga., October 19.—Mr. Watson 
was shown tonight the following telegram 
from Washington in which it was Stated 
that Chairman Butler says he has not re- 
ceived Mr. Watson’s letter, and had writ- 
ten him to this effect: 

Washington, D. C., October 18.—Sena- 
tor Butler has written a letter to Thom- 
as E. Watson at Thomson, Ga., inform- 
ing him that all statements to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, iis’ letter of 
acceptance has not been received by the 
cha'rman of the people’s party com- 
mittee. ‘The text of the letter follows: 

Headquarters People’s Party National 
Executive Committee, Washington, wv. 
C., October 19, 1896.—Hon. Thomas ki. 
Watson, Thomson, Ga. Dear Sir: Scna- 
tor Butler notices, that you are re- 
ported in an interview as stating that 
you mailed’ your letter of apceptance 
to him at Washington, D. C., om just 
Wednesday, October 14th. He requests 
me to inform you of the fact that no 
such letter has been received by him. 
Yours truly, 

IF, H. HOOVER, Private Secretary. 
Mr. Watson read the telegram and sim- 

ply replied: “I have nothing to ‘say on tho 
subject beyond what I have already said.” 

“tf Chairman Butler persists in the state- 
ment that he has not received the letter, 
will you give it to the public?’ 

“I do not expect to do so at the present 
time.” 

“Tf he has not received your letter will 
you send him another?” 

“Tl may do so.” 

‘Will it be another copy of the same !ct- 
ter, or will you write him a different iet- 
ter ?’’ 

“J prefer to say simply that I will prob- 
ably write him again.” 

“Dp you expect to meet Chairman Jones 
in Atlanta tomorrow?” 

“No; I leave tomorrow morning for Ala- 
bama, but will stop over tomorsow in At- 
lanta. I speak Wednesday night at bir- 
mingham, Thursday at another point in 
Congressman Howard's district and Friday 
night in Nashville for Governor Ducharan. 
Mr. Howard nominated me at St. Louis and 
I go to speak in his district to nelp him 
in his race in return.”

Lima, 0., October 19.—The enthusiasm ‘ 
which marked William J. Bryan's, previous 
sallies into Ob’ during this campaign be- 
gan to show itsélf anew on his first entry 
into Major McKinley’s state this morning. 
His special train left Detroit at 4:45. a. 
m. and reached Toledo, O., at 6:30, and 
premonitory symptoms of a busy day for 
the cand'date developed there. _ 

Two or three hundred men in the union 
station called for Mr. Bryan, and, rising 
from his berth and making a hasty toilet, 
he went out on the platform _and talked 
to them. Fifteen minutes only were spent 
at Toledo. Stops were made by the train, 
which was in charge of Daniel McConnell, 
chairman of the Ohio democratic state 
committee, at Perrysburg, Weston, Wesh- 
ler, Leipsic, Ottawa and. Columbus Grove. 

The blggest crowd was at Leipsic, which 
was .reached at 8:23. Mr. Bryan made a 
short address there. Brief remarks were 
made at all the other places mentioned, 
with the exception of Weston, and ct each 
the candidate was received with consider- 


able enthusiasm. 

Sevéral thousand people welcomed Mr. 
Bryan at Lima. He read extracts from 
Chairman Hanna’s American flag letter, 
published yesterday, and in commenting 
on it, said: 

“My friends, it is the first time that I. 
krow of that I have ever agreed with the 
chairman of the republican national com- 
mittee, and I want to sign my name to 
his letter and ask all those who believe 
the ideas set forth there to display the flug 
on the 3lst of October, because there is not 
a thing in that letter but what we advo- 
cates of free silver indorse. (Cheers.) Now

We do not only believe in sound 
money, but we tell you what We mean by 
sound money and do not play the hypocrite 
by talking about sound money and then 
refusing to explain what the term means. 
(Cheers).

Required an Hour’s Hard Work To 
‘Recover One Body. 


SUPERINTENDENT HAD GIVEN WARNING 


Building Was Only One Story High, 
but Concrete Was Heavy Enough 
To cast da Laborers. 


Richmond, Va., October 19.—(Special.)—A 
part of the roof of a section of the new 
rotunda of the University of Virginia, at 
Charlottesville, fell in today, killing two 
men and wounding three others. 

The structure was only one story high. 

Just a year ago the famous rotunda and 
@everal other buildings, including the H- 
brary, were destroyed by fire. The loss 
Was serious, and attracted the attention 
of Virginians and college men all over the 
country. This interest was manifested by 
the prompt subscriptions of many thou- 
sands of dollars by the alumni in all of the 
leading cities of the country for the pur- 
pose of restoring the old institution of 
learning. With the money thus sub- 
ecrided, and with bonds which the legisla- 
ture authorized the institution to issue, 
the work of restoring the buildings was at 
once commenced. 

This has now advanced to such a stage 
that it will not be long before the old 
university will be placed in a befter posi- 
tion than it was before the conflagration. 

The roof was constructed with concrete 
girders, strengthened by steel cables pass- 
ing through them. The span of-roof was 
about thirty feet, and was supported by 
brick walls. The cause of the accident 
Was the removal of the centers, of the 
arches before the concrete had hardened 
sufficiently. The wires were not broken 
but the top of the walls was dragged down 
by the great weight of cement, girders 
and roof. 

It is said that Mr. Skinner, superintend- 
ing architect, had, a short time before the 
roof fell, given orders to the foreman for 
concrete workers not to remove the centers, 
as he did not consider the walls cry enough. 

The two men _ killed were EUGENE 
BUNCH and GEORGE TUCKER. 

Bunch’s remains were taken to the dis- 
pensary. His head had been crushed and 
other injuries received. Tucker’s body was 
not recovered until after an hour’s hard 
work. His body was terribly mashed and 
bis head crushed.

Jackson Young, a negro, murder- 
ed his sister by knocking her on the head 
with an ax two weeks ago. He was 
promptly arrested and indicted by the 
grand jury. The circuit court met in a few 
days and his case was called. The trial 
lasted several days and Saturday the jury 
brought in a verdict of murder in the first 
degree. An hour afterward the judge sen- 
tenced the prisoner to ve hanged on Satur- 
day, 28th of November.

Among its officers and direc- 
tors I have many warm friends and close 
relatives, whose interests deeply concern 
me, and, in addition to this, I feel, as any 
good citizen should, an interest in any of 
Atlanta’s institutions, but I must protest 
against being unjustly placed in the at- 
titude of acting with undue haste in this 
matter and I wish te emphasize the dis- 
tinction between merely withdrawing from 
a bank a legitimate deposit and requiring 
a public official te pay over to the treasurer 
public funds which he had been for a long 
time unlawfully withholding.

Simmons, C. J.—1. When two or more 
persons are jointly tried for a felony, and 
each insists upon having the full number 
of peremptory challenges to jurors to 
which he would be entitled if tried alone, 
it is the duty of the judge, upon the re- 
quest of the uccused, made when the first 
juror is put upon them, to determine at 
orce the total number of such challenges 
which will be allowed to the accused. 

2. While provocation by words, threats, 
menaces or contemptuous gestures shall in 
no case be sufficient to reduce a homicide 
below the grade of murder, when the kill- 
ing is done not because or on account of 
any fear in the mind of but

“T am, therefore, instructed by the board 
to make this communication to your hon- 
orable body. and respectfully request that 
you define that authority in this matter 
and whether or not the police department 
is exempt from obeving laws as other de 
partments are required to do. Also, if it is 
the sensé of your honorable body that the 
city take possess‘on of the private property | 
of this company without extending to them 
some redress.”’

Cloge upon the heels of the Irwin county 
sheriff followed -a .number of other war- 
rants, and since last Friday morning, the 
day Boyd was arrested, many inquiries 
bave been made as to jJiis whereabouts by 
nersons claiming to have been caught in 
lumber tradé¢s. 

Just at present it is not positively Known 
where Boyd can be found, ‘but the general 
impression is that he is now in Irwin coun- 
ty, where he is said to have been varried 
by Sheriff Paulk late Jast Saturday even- 
ing. | 

In addition. to leaving 2 number. of 
accounts unpait and several drafts un- 
protected, it is claimed by his creditors that 
Boyd also leaves a young wife whom he 
married only the day prior to his arrest. 
Thursday Boyd was married to a

was the result of a short acquaintance, it 
is said, and was a case of love on Iiirst 
sight. 

Friday morning the bridegroom was ar- 
rested by the city. police as he was.about 
to enter the postofiice. Boyd was about 
to be carried to the stationhouse, it Is said, 
when he importuned the officers to carry 
him to his office in the Fitten building and 
telephone to Sheriff Barnes, who held the 
warrants. This Was done, and Deputy 
Sheriff Donohoo was sent from the sheriff's 
office and took charge of Boyd. 

The warrant upon which Boyd Was ar- 
rested was taken out by J. W. Smith. of 
Sycamore, Ga., who charged Poyd with 
having passed worthless checks upon him 
with the purpose of defrauding him. Ali 
day Friday Boyd was detained in the office 
of the sheriff, and Friday night he was 
permitted to’ return.to the home of his 
bride for a few hours under the guard of a 
special officer. The next morning Sheriff 
Paulk, of Irwin county, arrived and Boyd 
was placed in the care of the sheriff. 

Since Bovd was turned over to Sheriff 
Paulk, it is supposed he was carried to 
Sycamore, Where the prosecutor of the 
ease lives. He was seen in Temple Court 
building late in the afternoon and stated 
that he would arrange matters, but later 
in the day it was given out in the sheriff's 
office that Boyd had been carried away. 

A number of warrants are now pending 
against Boyd which were taken out by 
Atlanta business men, and {f he should be 
released from the Irwin county Warrant, 
he would probably be brought back to 
‘face a number of serious charges here, 
_“T am entirely innocent of any intended 
fraud,” said Boyd, Saturday. “It ig bilack- 
mail, pure and, simple, and I- have been 
hounded down just at this time because [| 
only married yesterday, and they have 
taken this advantage of me to humiliate 
me, hoping in this way to secure a payment 
of money I do not owe.” 

It was stated yesterday that Boyd was 


arrested several months ago in South Cur-! 


olina on the charge of.cheating and swind- 
fing, but extradition papers were not hon- 
bred, as a similar warrant was taken out 
in that state which was prior to the one 
from. Georgia. Boyd has been in Atlanta 
six or eight. months, and when he first 
arrived in the city he endeavored to tran- 
act business with the Merchants’ bank, but 
the account is said to have been thrown out 
because it was not considered good,
